Principal Maurice Hutton of Uni- 
versity College, Toronto, delivered 
au address in the Union Saturday 
afternoon under the auspices of the 
"Lit." The meeting was rather 

sparsely attended by undergraduates 
who were called away by numerous 
counter attractions in the form of 
intercollegiate athletic competition, 
There was, however, Borne compensa- 
tion for this fact in the presence of 
an unusually large number of citi- 
zens and members of the Faculty, 
Principal Hutton, attended by Prof. 
LeaCOCk, arrived in the Union at 
five o'clock. 

Dean Moyse acted as Chairman ami 
and introduced the speaker of Un. 
occasion with a few apt remarks. 
Dr. I lut tun arose amidst generous 
rounds of applause and delivered what 
was Without dOUbl une uf the rarest 
and must unique addresses heard at 
McGill fur many moons. 

Pr. Hutton announced the Subject 
of his speech as "Greeks, Romans, 
French ami Englishmen," It was his 
purpose to establish certain broad 
analogies between the must promin- 
ent nations of antiquity and uf 
modem times. His own researches and 

hits experiences in Europe all con- 
tributed to convince him that the 
Romans find their modern prototype 
in the English race; the Greek:, in 
the French race. 

The typicnl Roman was an egotist, 
"a lucky man"; essentially a mater- 
ialist; one who believed in money and 
interpreted things in terms of money, 
lie VTOS essentially practical and re- 
fused to spend money un lavish reli- 
gious ceremonials or entertainments, 
The idea uf 'tasteful expenditure" 
never occurred to the Human. He 
Would fur example serve up a magni- 
ficent feast un earthenware platters 
thus destroying fur a Greek much 
of the pleasure to be derived from 
the feast. The Greeks un the Other 
hand nave every attention to taste- 
ful expenditure and to pleasing the 
finer and more artistic sensibilities. 
Such a contrast materially suggests 
the respective racial characteristics 
of the French and the English uf to- 
day. The Romans again wen signal- 
ly prosaic in the matter uf names 
in striking contrast to the highly 
imaginative ami sweei sounding d eck 

names. How much does this remind 
one of French and English nanus in 
their relation to one another, 

Then again there is a striking ana- 
logy in the effect of political or in- 
tellectual revolutions. Tn Greece and 
in France a r ligioUS revolution at- 
tacked the very essence of religion 
itself while in Rome and England the 
essence of religion and the underlying 
principle of religion remained un- 
shaken. 

Thc Roman's all-absorbing love for 
compromise b is a striking analogy 
in a very prominent characteristic of 
the Englishman. The spirit of c om 
promise entered into every sphere uf 
Roman thought and action. With the 
Greek no such situation could pos 
sildy exist, .lust as the Irishman of 
today will endure no half-way home 
rule measure or as the Frenchman 
will countenance no compromise be- 
tween democracy and aristocracy, so 
the Greek would never concede one 
iota of his philosophical or political 
belief to meet an opponent on ami- 
cable grounds. 

From the imaginative Etruscans the 
Romans inherited a great national 
quality, They accepteil religion as a 
matter uf course and did not pretend 
to reconcile their creed to the truths 
of science or Ionic. 

The Roman justified his trust in 
religion with instinctive wisdom of 
spirit and elaborate sophistries. Hy 
reconciliation of the past with the 
present, a nation is saved from a 
bad "quarter of nn hour" in its his- 
tory—the period, perhaps involvinn 
centuries, during which there is no 
religious belief to bridge over the in- 
terval being a worn-out creed and a

new set ol ideas. Hy dinning to the 
creed of childhood until maturity of 
experience and thought materially 
evolved a new set of ideas the Ro- 
man and the Englishman avoided the 
fatal tendency of dashing wildly into 
the abyss of atheism and free thought 
which is too often the case in Greek 
and French history. 

In common with the matter-of-fact 
Briton of to-day the Roman had a 
veritable horror of strict doctrine In 
the abstract which engrossed the 
whole attention of the Creek. France 
an<| Greece are equally prolific in ab- 
stract ideas anil literature of all 
kinds but correspondingly devoid of 
enduring political or social fabric, 
.lust as the Englishman bus an all- 
devouring passion for compromise in 
everything so the Frenchman on the 
contrary will never deviate from bis 
abstract ideals. The latter is in very 
much the same position as the Irish 
who are fighting like devils for con- 
ciliation. Murtbcring each other (or 
the love of God." 

The contempt uf Englishmen ami 

Romans fur the purely intellectual 
and for abstrait speculation stands 
out in marked contrast to the genu- 1 
ine reverence in which these are held 1 
by Greek ami French. Cicero was un- 
popular because he lacked wealth and 
Station the two requisites f< r a suc- 
cessful political career in Rome. The 
fart of his greal intelligence only 
served to increase his general unpopu- 
larity. Crassus with his stupidity, 
his wealth and rank, was the hero 
of all. The practice of the rural 
voters of an English county in secur 
inn a lord to act as chairman of a 
political meeting shows a similar 
spirit. In Greece and Home the situa- 
tion is reverced. Wealth and rank 
are publicly and privately execrated 
and are burdens to one's enjoyment 

of the rights of citiaensblp. 

With such conflicting national cha- 
racteristics it is m t stirpri inn that 
Fiench and English often f..il tu un 
dersttind one another and that ac- 
cusations of hypocrisy are frequent. 
The Frenchman's scorn for the moral 

protestations of the English pater 

familias whose private life may not 
ho above objection arises out of the 
failure to comprehend that thc under- 
lying motive Is aspiration for the 
welfare of others and not hypocriti- 
cal intent. 

The Roman ami the Englishman 
bave a common passion fol' law and 
its maintenance a reverence fur tra- 
dition and for accepted conventions. 
The Greek and the Frenchman love to 
tear down their political and Social 
fabrics to build it up again on a mo- 
mentary whim of the fancy or flight 
of thc imagination. The Romans re- 
sisted Greek learning With a savane 
disgust and, attempting to comprom- 
ise, they only managed to wallow 
and were in consequence, demoralized 
by absolute failure to show dis 
crimination between what was good

and bad. While by no means going 
to this extreme still the same con- 
servative tendencies and aversion to 
change particularly along intellectual 
lines, is a marked characteristic of 
tne English nation. France to-day is 
the intellectual training school of 
Europe. When Germany overcame her 
rival in the art of war Pasteur swore 
to wreak an amide revenge in a su- 
perior manner. Working lung and deli 
gently in his laboratory he accom- 
plished results which placed France 
in the front rank of the world of 
science. So in nncient times Rome 
was mistress of the world in the arts 
of war but for intellectual attain 
ment she was a mere puppet when 
compared to the exalted genius of 
Greece. 

In the matter of mnnners thc con- 
trast is even more obvious, The Im- 
pressionable, fiery, emotional Greek 
appeared as absurd and ridiculous to 
the staid prosaic Roman as the flash- 
ing, vivacious Frenchman to the 



solid, practical Englishman. "France 
is the feminine element uf Europe, 
She is always saying, 'How am I 
looking to-day ?' 'HOW dues this 
form of Government suit me'." " etc. 
l.a Belle France must dazzle else she 
is unhappy. Brilliant as a soldier the 
Frenchman is better winning than 
losing. He can outwit and outgeneral 
the Englishman but to conquer him 
is not within his power. This femin- 
ine quality of the modern Celt is 
Shown Particularly in Ireland where 
i he women come to the front more 
i ban in adjacent England, 

While the Englishman is thorough- 
ly just he is not conciliating or 
agreeable. He dues nut know how tu 

win the love of a subject race. Just 
as Hume never won its way into the 
heart uf its conquered foes so Ilri- 
tain will never really be loved by 
the natives of India no matter how 
just and praiseworthy its administra- 
tion may he. 

The whole situation resolves itself 
into a contrast between abundance of 
genius and a powerful self-discipline 
called character, KNOWLEDGE, 
ACHIEV 10 M E NT, CHARAt !T E 1 1 . 

The Chairman made a few remarks 
complimenting the speaker and com- 
menting on his reference to English 
characteristics. The president of the 
society then tendered a Vote of 
thanks to Dr. Hlitton and expressed 
an appreciation of a system of ex- 
change university expresses such as 
had given McGill the unique privilege 
of hearing Principal Hutton.

Tlii- great question pi the day, 
wbicb ia occupying all those Inter- 
ested in the executive side of student 
affairs, is, who will bo elected Presi 
dent of next year's Students' Coun- 
cil. 

At present there ate only four 
names nieutioned in connection wit!) 
this most Important oftlce, They 
Dan Gillmor, Bert Sergeant 
MacKaughton and Harry Rogers, 

Messrs. Gillmor, MacXauglitou and 
Sergeant were interviewed last night 
by our représentative. 

Mr. Gillmor said that he bad ab- 
solutely and finally decided not to ac- 
cept nomination should such 1»' of- 
fered him. His numerous business con- 
nections would have to be broken 
should it happen that be were elect- 
ed and he did not see his way clear 
to take on his shoulders the burden 
of the office, 

Mr. MacKaughton will in all pro- 
bability stand for office. With re- 
gard to the universal fee, he is 
Strongly in favor of it and considers 
that the Union fee should be includ- 
ed, thus making the Union open to 
all the students of the University as 
was evidently the intention of Sir 
Win. Mncdonald, 

His opinion is that in the event 
of the motion going through the 
Union shall be under the d'ireet con- 
trol of the Council— that is to say 
that the President of the Union 
should be responsible to the Coun- 
cil. 

With regard to athletic matters 
Mr. MacNaughton has emphatic opin- 
ions. He is very much in favor of 
securing the services of a paid foot- 
ball coach and also a general ath- 
letic trainer whose sob- duty would 
be to see that all men on the 1'ni- 
Versity teams Would keep in the best 
possible condition. Coaches, he thinks 
should also be secured for the track 
and hockey teams, although not in 
the least degree reflecting upon the 
work done by this year's coaches. 
Mr. MacNaughton considers that the 
University's reputation depends to a 
very great extent on her athletic 
capabilities md he is greatly in fa- 
vour of trying to bring about dual 
track meets between Toronto and 
McGlll and Oxford and Cambridge. 
Whilst not deprecating competition 
with our cousins across the line, he 
thinks that competition with the 
Universities of the mother-land will 
help to bind closer the bonds of Em- 
pire and Imperial unity is a subject 
on which Mr. MacNaughtoo has very 
fixed ideals. 

With regard to the much-mooted 
point as to whether the Editor of 
the Daily should have a seat on the 
Council, Mr. MacNaughton is of the 
opinion that this would constitute an 
anomaly, he being a nominee of the 
Council but thinks that, the Daily 
being the official organ of the Coun- 
cil, the Editor should be kept close- 
ly in touch with the proceedings of 
the Council. 

He also is of the opinion that the 
President of the I it, as representing 
undergraduate activity in the high- 
est degree, should have a seat on the 
Council. 

With regard to the question of ath- 
letic outfit he is in favaur of having 
the members of teams supplied with 
outfits— this he claims will do much 
to enable goo ! men to turn out and 
play who would otherwise be pre- 
vented from participating, 

Mr. Sergeant refused to commit 
himself to any statement as to 
whether he would consent to accept 
nomination or no. He, however, con- 
sented to answer g (testions thoiiph, 
aB he Bald: "If a fellow takes on 
that job he's got to be prepared to 
work heart and soul for the good of 
McGill no matter what tains up and 
so it's not much good shying any- 
thing now." 

Th universal fee meets his unquall- 
lied approval an ! he is of the same 
opinion as Mr. MacNaughton with 
regard to the Union being Included, 
but would like to see it ran on the 
same lines as at present. 

He also is averse to the Daily be- 
ing represented on the Council the 
same opinion applying to the Presi- 
dent of the Lit. He thinks, however, 
that the Daily should be kept | n 
close touch with the proceedings of 
the Council. 

With regard to athletics, as may 
be supposed "liert." is strongly in 
favor of tneir encouragement, He 
thinks the trips across the lino are 
"all to the good," but considers that 
we should confine ,,ur attentions t., 
the Colleges and make all our com- 
petitions strictly intercollegiate. 

Approached on the subject of ath- 
letic outfits he declined to make any 
statement as he said that he wan 
on the committee to settle the mat- 
ter and that the results of their 
deliberations would Boon be made 
public. ' 

With regard to the amalgamation

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Trice $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
— Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Boston, Mass, Feb, 17.— (Special 
to McGill Daily)— In a brilliant and 
hard-fought battle Harvard to-night 
won an exhibition hockey match from 
Yale by a score of 4-0. While Yule 
were shut out they put up a bai'! 
(Struggle ami the victory f,,r the lo- 
cal collegians was not a walk away, 
as might be judged from the score. 

To-night's game is the first of a 
series between the two rival univer- 
sities. The second gam" will be play 
ed in the new Yale rink at New 
Haven, next Wednesday, and the 
third, in case of a tie, will he play- 
ed an February 2-1. The dopesters 
have it that there will be no need 
of a play oil. For Harvard Hunting- 
don was best, and he was the speed- 
iest man on the ire. For Yale, Core, 
a Canadian educated nt Vancouver 
High School, was the individual star. 
The whole Yale team worked well 
together when on the offensive but 
failed to check back. Jn the other 
hand the Crimsons followed back like 
fiends, and to this iH largely due 
their decisive victory.

FACULTY of ARTS. 

The number of undergraduates and 
conditional students in Hie Faculty 
of Arts during the Session 1910-1911 
shows it marked increase over th it of 
1909-1910. In the Kirs I Year the in- 
crease was m- less than twenty-live 
per cent. No changes of any mo- 
ment had been made in the Faculty 
by which such an unlookcd for expan- 
sion enn be explained, aud, accord- 
ingly, it must be attributed to exter- 
nal causes which are oft n difficult 
and impossible to discover. General- 
ly speaking, it time of commercial 
prosperity shows a falling-oil in num- 
bers and not. an increase, as in the 
present instance— Possibly, the Uni- 
versity is keeping pace with the rapid 
growth of Montreal, although such 
an explanation by no means meets 
the question fully. Numerical details 
will he found at the end of this Re- 
port. 

The remarks of a general character 
which .apply to the Faculty are very 
much the same from year to year. 
An increase of numbers brings the 
usual difficulty of accommodation in 
small class-rooms. Much inconveni- 
ence w.as caused in the First Year. 
I and conditions were sometimes such 
j its to make even note taking Impos- 
I sihle. More room .anil more light 
i ami more air nnd more books sum up 
the most important requirements of 
the Faculty from session to session. 

The commercial course; although 
remodelled, did not prove attractive, 
t the number of students being disap- 
pointingly few. On the other hand, 
Dr. Leacock'fi evening lectures in ecu 
noroiCB, riven as a portion of the 
course and open to the general pub- 
lic ns partial students, wire a decid 
ed success. The Faculty resolved to 
make a vigorous effort to put the 
conn Hal course on .a sound and at- 



tractive footing. To anticipate, it 

may be added that this has been done 
with much more satisfactory results. 

It might be mentioned in this re 
port that the Professor of Physics, 
i nr. Parties) was made a Fellow of 
the Royal Society of Groat Brit tin.

To turn to particular departments 
Hi ITANY 

Owing to the continued ill health 
and the lamented death of Dr. II. P. 
Penlmllow, in October, 1910, the work 
of the Department of ltotany in the 
Faculty of Arts was, as during the 
previous bossIou, carried on by Mim 
Derick alone. A new course special- 
ly intended for Fourth Year students 
who contemplated teaching, was es 
tahlishod, and that was made possi- 
ble only because no Fourth Year stu- 
dents were taking advanced courses 
in 1910 1911, The new course was of 
;i very practical character an 1 bore 
on school teaching at every point, 
lu addition, the popular Saturday 
morning class for touchers was con 
timed and was well attended, The 
den, ami for sound practical teaching 
had obviously become so press US 
to justify the experiment of admitt- 
ing I he general public and teachers to 
the more difficult course cstnMiHi vl 
for students of education. The result 
has proved satisfactory, 

In view of the expert information 
Sought of the department by commer- 
cial lirais from time to time, it seems 
desirable to offer a course in econo- 
mic botany, especially as the Univer- 
sity has excellent facilities (or carry 
ing it on . Dr. S. Kirsch, wi n ob- 
tained the Ph. li. lie: rce of the Uni- 
versity in 1910, and who was appoint- 
ed to the Forest Service id the Unit- 
ed states Depnrtnunb of Agriculture, 
in August, 1910, has been grunted 
leave of absence in order to under- 
take the work of a sessional lecturer 
in the Department id Dot my, which 
remains under Miss Derick ns acting 
bead. As in previous years, the de- 
partment examined in botany for the 
civil service id Canada. Special ar- 
rangements were made for the lec- 
tures on botany to medical (including 
double course) students, which Dr. 
Willey, who was appointed to the 
Struthcona Professorship of Zoology, 
rendered vacant by the resign ttion of 
Prof. K. W. MncBridc, undertook to 
give, provisionally. 

ECONi iMICS. 
In economies a new departure Wiis 
undertaken in the form of evening ex- 
tension lectures on the elements of 
political economy. This course was 
attended by about ISO students, for 
the most part young men engaged in 
the practice of law, in ban' in ■. and 
in various commercial pursuits. The 
lectures wore continued throughout 
the College session with such a inc i- 
sure of success as to lead to their be 
ing resumed for the current year. 
FRENCH 
The summer school in French he- 
roines ii more and more Important 
feature of University work as its 
numbers (.row from year to year. 
Last year 82 students were enrolled. 
Fifteen had to be rojQCtcd on account 

of lack of accommodation, the Pres- 
byterian CollOgO not being avail- 
able. The area from which students 
come is very available, reaching, for 
instance. as far south its Missouri. 
Those who attend the summer course 
are mostly teachers of schools, both 
men and women, together with a few 
college professors, The great major- 
ity come from the United States. A 
new feature was established lut t sum- 
mer, viz.: a school for practice (Ber- 
thelet St reet i, where, every morning, 
teachers .are instructed iu method. 
Two classes of children, one elemen- 
tary and the other advanced, afford- 
ed practice. Fourteen teachers avail- 
ed themselves of the opportunity thus 
afforded. The Council of Public In- 
struction announced that bursaries 
of $2.".. no each would be given to 
teachers who passed the required 
theoretical and practical tests at the 
end of the course. For the practical 
course, which is intended for teach- 
ers in the Province of Quebec, a spe- 
cial certificate is also given, 
GEOLOGY. 

An advanced course in historical 
geology, which is really a continua- 
tion course, has been instituted, and 
..•'oui Hi Year students in Ails are 
availing themselves of 'it. 

HISTORY 

In the Department of History, the 
valuable services of Dr. Wells were 
called into requisition for a second 
session, owing to the continued ab- 
sence ol Dr. Colby. A special course 
for students in architecture Was in- 
stituted, (lie First and Second Years 
being taken together; ft was thought 
desirable to oiler a new course on 
"Topics in Recent History" for the 
Fourth Year ami Pbst-Grndunte stu- 
dents. 

ORIENTAL DEPARTMENT 
In the Oriental Department, the 
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number of students continued to in- 
crease. The main want of the depart- 
ment is books, through lack of which 
it is seriously handicapped. A small 

working library would cost at least 
$5,000, The growth of the, department 
is being greatly assisted by the 
fortnightly meetings of the Oriental 
Society, which bas a large member- 
ship, 

PHILOSOPHY. 
The work in experimental psycho- 
logy is provint,' to be an Important 
addition to other courses in 

philosophy, it has brought the de- 
partment into more active touch 
with the educational work of the 
city and with students in the Depart- 1 
ment of lOducation. In the last year,; 
too, a series of lectures and stu- 
dies in ''Introduction to Philosophy" 
was made on integral (instead of 
as hitherto, an optional) portion of 
the work of the Second Year logic 
and psychology. The experiment s amis 
to have been successful and it is be- 
ing continued, A Fourth Year honour 
student in the depaetment was award- 
ed a scholarship at Harvard Univer- 
sity,
